They tried even to 
make terms with the Extreme Soctal- 
ists, Their last act indeed showed 
how desperate they were. At the sug- 
gestion of von Liittwitz two leading 
lights of the. military party, Colonel 
Bauer and Captain. Pabst,’ the latter 
for long one of Noske’s right-hand 
men, went to.Ernst Daumig,- leader 
of the left win, of the Independent 
Socialist Party, and actually proposed 
that a Soviet Government: he set up 
under the protection of the military.

Reactionaries Left Helpless. 


The decent Germany has been justi- 
fied. The old disturbing elements have 
suffered a decisive defeat. Helfferich’s 
conceit, Ludendorff’sl swagger, Hin- 
denburg’s stupidity, Reventiow’s blus- 
ter—all these things have been made 
to look foolish. If-there is any. states- 
manship left in Germany the Father- 
land should arise, signally purified 
after these five days of confusion and 
disgrace.

-In its. preliminary report the Lusk 
Joint , Committee. of the Legislature, 
which has made so thorough.an in- 
quiry into the deings and propaganda

“ State and to preserve the constitu-

on the books for.eighteen years. Not 
a single | prosecution under it was 
brought until the “Lusk committee 
collected evidence and placed it in the 
hands of the prosecuting officers. As 
a result, many persons ‘were indicted 
for criminal anarchy,:-and some have 
been tried and convicted, and are now 
in prison. 

It is” difficult not to believe that 
political ‘ considerations . affect, con- 
sciously or unconsciously, the minds of 
some political: prosegutors. Many are 
the revolutionists and the sentimental- 
ists or amateurs that either sym- 
pathize with them or raise the cry of 
* free’ speech *’ and ‘** liberty of the 
press '’ for the purpose of sheltering 
persons. deliberately striving to over- 
throw the Government. There - is 
usually a’ tenderness toward any 
‘“« movement,’’ however, perhicious .or 
destructive, which has a goodly num- 
ber of yotes: According to the com- 


anarchy. is_ still. violated. ‘The com- 
mittee recommends no new repressive 
measures, but, to insure a more rigid 
enforcement of the lew, it proposes 
that a permanent special bureau be es- 
tablished in the Attorney General's of- 
fice to investigate and prosecute cases 
of criminal anarchy and to protect the 
State against sedition. A bill for that 
purpose has been introduced:

CONSTANTINOPLE. 
Under the guns of. dreadnoughts the 
allied troops have occupied Constanti- 
hople,’ This is: ‘a demonstration ‘which 
may or may not impress, the Turks. 
The British, French’ and Italian- High 
Commissioners. ‘accompany’ the occu- 
pation by a proclamation which as- 
sures the Turks that occupation, is 
only provisional, that. the Sultan's au- 
thority is tobe strengthened through- 
out the. empire, ‘that no one should: be 
deceived by the frenzy of evil persons 
who: may destroy the last hope of 
building up'a new Turkey, .and that 


** purpose not to deprive the ‘Turks of 
‘* Constantinople;. but if, Gop forbid, 
“e eee develop and magsacres oc- 

* cur, that decision wrohety will be 
** modified.’’ 

One may infer ‘that the most em- 
phatic words in this announcement are 
“*Gop forbid.’* The allied Governments 
intend to. give Constantinople back to 
the Turks; they, repeat )the solémn 
promise “which they have. previously 
made to the Turks—and to the Indian’ 
Moslems,° so much cherished by Mr. 
Montacu. That promise will undoubt- 
edly be taken seriously by the Turks, 
who will be less impressed by ‘the 
reservation. The allied Governments 
know that it is extremely. doubttul ‘if 
popular sentiment in England approves 
of this decision; that voices have been 
raised against it in France and Italy; 
that in other countries, particularly in 
America, there is widespread feeling 
that the Turks’ must.be driven out. 
The time may come when the Gov- 
ernments will fall back on these prom- 
ises, made. despite ‘the opposition at 
home, as an excuse why they cannot 
meet the demand of public sentiment 
that the Turks be put back into Asia. 
Such-a reckless haste in promising is 
certainly unusual. 

The Sultan’s authority is to be main- 
tained; that is addressed to MustaPHa 
KemMaL.. But MustapHa, Kemac is in 
the*interior of Anatolia, out-of range 
of the guns, as our Turcophile friends 
delight in telling us. Suppose Mus- 
TAPHA KEMAL, who was last week 
nominating the Sultan’s Ministers, 
says.that he respects the authority of 
the Sultan, but ‘not that of the: dread- 
noughts in the Golden Horn; that he 
will obey the :Sultan when the Sultan 
is no longer under coercion, but that 
in the meantime he will do as he 
imagines the Sultan would like to have 
him do. Will the forces of occupation 
then march out of Constantinople and 
leave MusTAPHA KEMAL. to ae new 
Ministries? 

‘Finally, Gop forbid. That the Turks 
shall~ keep Constantinople has been 
promised again and again; that they 
will lose it if.they continue to murder 
Christians has never been more than 
intimated.’ Suppose there are more 
massacres; by- which. statement, will 
the Governments ‘stand? Will they 
say that at least so much territory is 
to be eaved from the Turk and there- 
upon send the Sultan back to Brusa 
or Konieh,‘or will they tell protesting 
Christians at home that the Sultan 
evidently has nothing todo with it 
and they must keep their promise not 
to take Constantinople? In 1918, 
when international. morality was on a 
higher ‘plane than it is likely to be 
for’ some time to come, there was 
much ‘talk of ‘settling the Turkish 
question in. the interest. of the popu- 
lations involved. -But the chief inter- 
est now seems to be in the Turkish 
population; the Allies are desperately 
afraid. some. Turk will do something 
that will Gamage the moral founda- 
tions of ‘* the new Turkey.’’ If the 
Turks behave, if the massacres in 
which we were told the Sultan had no 
part cease now that the Sultan and 
his, Government are surrounded by 
allied troops, one may suppose that 
the millions murdered in the past are 
to. be forgiven. -As Mr. Ba.rour 
said to Mr. Gerard, some force has to 
be used in Turkey,.and a nation which 
is’ so solicitous: as ourown for the 
Armenians ‘might contribute some of 
the force; but, as Mr. Gerarp said to 
Mr: BaLrour, the Power which again 
and again™ saved the Turks and con- 
demned: the Armenians tn the nine- 
teenth ‘century can hardly wash its 
hands of the matter. so easily as that.

HOOVER AS ‘DEMOCRAT’ 


His Statement Held to Bar Him 
from Getting the Sepport 
of President.

all that is secondary. and‘ open to dis- 
cussion. 

“ What is,/on. the other hand, indis- 
putable and luminous, and is the origin 
of the whole matter, is that the United 
States by {ts financial and political con- | 
stitution is actually incapable of helping 
in the industrial affairs and in the na- 
tional and international loans of Europe. 
It is nota question of sentiment; it is a 
question of arithmetic, 

“In the United. States the principal 
tax which, weighs on“eapital is the in- 
come tax, which reaches 76 per cent. of 
the income of taxpayers.
